Reverend J, A. DeLaine, is a 
Negro minister who believed Ne- 
groes had the constitutional right 
tu an equal, unsegregated educa- 
tion in the state of South Carolina. 
He signed a petition for a court 
suit against the Clarenden County 
school authorities and then got a 
taste of white supremacy “justice.” 

® He was forced to abandon his 
church at Summerton and move 
to Lake City because of continual 
threats of violence from enraged 
racists incited by state officials. 


© Two days after he filed the 
initial complaints against school 
jimcrow he was fired as a teacher 
in the Summerton district, a post 
he had held for more than 10 
years. 

® Based on his complaint, a 
white school principal sued him 
for $20,000 in a slander suit and 
a biased court rendered a $4,500 
judgement. The witnesses against 
Rev. DeLaine were the trustees of 
Clarendon.

Editor, Daily Worker: BROOKLYN. 


Just to prove it can be done, I would like to tell you how I 
got signatures on 97 Christmas peate cards. I am a woman steel 
worker in New York. I got the cards signed in four days in the 
mornings befere work starts and during the half-hour for lunch. 

The foreman called me into his office and tried to intimidate 
me, but I stood my ground and pointed out that I had done this 
on my own time, and he couldn't anything more to say. I even 
asked him to sign a card, 

I found my shopmates ready and willing to sign, especially 
since many remembered my active role in the fight against the 
IS percent rent increase. 

One Negro grandmother, who signed while we were riding in 
the elevator, gave me a quarter, and, when I offered to give her 
‘change, she refused, saying it was worth a million to have peace. 
She told me that she had three sons and two sons-in-law in Kerea. 

Mest important, I think, is that the other workers themselves 
took part in getting the cards around. For example, my shop 
steward took 25 cards and got them signed. 

I hope this will serve as a help to peace workers in other shops. 
The people are with us—it’s just a question of reaching them.
